Cecil’s Plea to Cut Size 
of Battleships Fails to 
Sway Gibson. 


MATTER MUST WAIT 
UNTIL 1931, HE SAYS 


Japanese Said to Expect a 
Compromise; British 
Proposal Praised. 


Geneva, June 23 (By A. P.).—Great 
Britain has utterly failed up to the 
present to win over the United States 
to her proposal to reopen and rediscuss 
the Washington naval treaty at, the 
Geneva tripartite conference. Continu- 
ing her efforts in that direction, Great 
Britain brought forward one of the 
most skilled and experienced diplomats 
in the British empire, Lord Cecil, who 
laid before Hugh 8S. Gibson, head of 
the American delegation today, the 
great desirability of reducing the size 
of battleships, aircraft carriers and 
cruisers, which was definitely fixed at 
the Washington parley. Lord Cecil put 
stress'on this from the standpoint of 
economy and practical expediency. 

Asked tonight at a press conference 
about the views of the American dele- 
gation on the reopening of the deci- 
sions taken at Washington, Ambassador 
Gibson replied that the delegation felt 
that, after all, President Coolidge had 
convoked the conference for the very 
clear and explicit purpose of extending 
the principles of the Washington treaty 
to auxiliary war craft, and that while 
this did not exclude other questions 
from consideration, he believed that the 
time to discuss such questions was in 
1931, as provided in the treaty itself— 
a conference which will be held before 
any replacements of warships begin. 

“We can more profitably concentrate 
on the questions raised by the Wash- 
ington treaty,” he said, “when all five 
parties obligated to take it up are 
there.” 

Disillusionment Denied. 


Inquiry was made if there would not 
be some disillusionment if the Geneva 
conference did not take up the problem 
of reducing the size of battleships, to 
which Mr. Gibson replied there could 
be no disillusionment for not taking 
up a thing for which the conference 
had not been convened. 

The British spokesman informed the 
Associated Press correspondent that the 
British were convinced that reduction 
in the size of warships would not only 
mean economy to the tax payers but 
would be a real step toward outlawing 
wars.

Four “Beastly” Killings 


“Dastardly,” Brothers Admit, But Caused By Their 
Bitterness Toward World; Held Up Train and 
Slew Crew Members—Given Life Terms. 


Medford, Oreg., June 23 (By A. P.).— 
Confessions that they held up a South- 
ern Pacific passenger and mail train in 
the Siskiyou Mountains of Oregon in 
1923 and killed four trainmen were 
made today by the three De Autremont 
brothers, Hugh, Ray and Roy. All were 
sentenced to life imprisonment in the 
penitentiary at Salem. 

Pleas of guilty were entered by the 
twins, Ray and Roy, following a clean 
breast of the whole affair made last 
night by Hugh, the younger brother, 
who was convicted of first degree mur- 
der Tuesday with recommendation of 
life imprisonment. 

In his cell in the county jail at 
Jacksonville today, Hugh, in the pres- 
ence of Ray and Roy, repeated the con- 
fession he had made to postal authori- 
ties and county officers last night. He 
said: 

“If the world must know, I killed 
the engineer (Sydney L. Bates, of Duns- 
muir, Calif.); Roy killed the fireman 
(Marvin Seng, of Dunsmuir), and Ray 


killed the brakeman (Coyle Johnson, 
of Ashland).” 

Hugh declared the holdup had its 
birth when Ray was in the Washington 
State Reformatory serving a term dur- 
ing the World War for criminal syndi- 
calism. 

“We all know it was a 0»beastly. 
dastardly crime as well as any one 
else,” he said. : 

“Ray came out of Monroe embittered 
against the world. He had been reading 
Darwin, Huxley, Schoepenhauer and all 
that stuff.

He is known to have con- 
ferred at length with the President and 
with Majority Leader Tilson, of the 
House. He then took a long nap. 

His aide, Maj. B. Y. Read, and his 
personal physician, Capt. Lindsey 
Fletcher, both said the general would 
be able to return to the islands, the 
latter qualifying his statement with the 
provision, “if he will only let down and 
take it easy.” Another physician close 
to the general said it was the general’s 
desire to go back, even if he had to “die 
in his boots.” 

Despite these statements, and the de- 
sire of the President for him to go 
back, little hope is obtained in well in- 
formed quarters here that his health 
will permit him to do so. 

The general is suffering from the ef- 
fecte of a double hernia operation, 
which he recently underwent, and in 
addition from the breaking of two ribs 


-in an automobile, just before he left

The general is 65 years 
old.

Col. Charles A. Lindbergh winged his 
way back to Washington yesterday to 
confer with the Nation’s “air cabinet” 
and determine what more he can do 
to promote American aviation. 

Lindbergh, who likes sleep about as 
much as he does trains, did not turn in 
until almost 1 o’clock this morning, al- 
though he had been up since about 6 
yesterday morning. He is staying at the 
home of Secretary of Commerce Hoover. 

Harry F. Knight, one of Lindbergh’s 
backers, announced at 12:30 o’clock this 
morning that no decision had been 
reached regarding the filer’s future. 
That was the topic of discussion from 
the time Lindbergh got here. 

Lindbergh came pack in the same 
spectacular fashion in which he left 
after his return from Europe. Just be- 
fore he landed he sent his plane through 
a loop-the-loop and the two army fliers 
who accompanied him followed suit. 

But he was not the same in other 
respects. For one thing he seemed to 
be more serious; as though he had told 
himself that it was time to forget the 
tumult and the nor and “get down 
to business.” 

As a matter of fact, there wasn’t 
much shouting yesterday. Lindbergh 
rode up Pennsylvania avenue. along the 
same course where thousands cheered 
him twelve days ago, and not more 
than a half dozen people saw him. 

Small crowds gathered at three places 
for him—Bolling Field, the Department 
of Commercé Building and the Metro- 
politan Chib. He seemed to be ob- 
livious of their scattered applause, and 
he politely refused requests for his 
autograph. 

Cruise Down Potomac. 


The youthful airman arrived at Boll- 
ing Field in'an Army plane at 11:26 
o'clock after a nonstop flight of 2 
hours and 44 minutes from Dayton, 
Ohio. He went directly to the Depart- 
ment of Commerce Building, then had 
lunch with Secretary Hoover and others 
at the Metropolitan Club, and at 3 
o’clock started on a three-hour cruise 
down the Potomac River on the Navy 
yacht Sylph. 

Returning from the cruise he had 
dinner as the guest of Assistant Secre- 
tary of War Hanford MacNider and 
Assistant Secretary of War Davison, and 
after that went to the home of Secre- 
tary Hoover.

BY FOGGY WEATHER 


Bureau Tells Commander 
Conditions Make Trip 
Too Hazardous. 


PLANE IS ON RUNWAY, 
WITH FUEL AND FOOD 


‘Cloudburst Earlier in Night 
Endangers the America; 
Auto Holds Aero. 


Roosevelt Field, N. Y., June 23 (By A. 
P.).—The flight of the 
America was indefinitely postponed to- 
night when weather conditions failed 
to improve as they had been expected 
to do. ° 

Commander Byrd announced the 
postponement on advice of James Kim- 
ball, of the Weather Bureau. 

Kimball said a low-pressure area off 
Newfoundland made a flight inadvisable 
tonight, and that there were now no 
indications that conditions would be 
made favorable any time tomorrow. 

“It’s all off,” Byrd said, “Kimball 
tells me it would be best not to make 
a flight tonight, and I said right along 
I would be guided by his advice. 

“Just when I will be able to get off 
is problematic. It certainly seemed 
that our hop-off would surely take 
place. 

“But there is nO way to control the 
weather, and we shall have to go on 
and prepare for good weather.” 


Crowd Is Discouraged. 


The news of the postponement was 
received by the crowd which had been 
waiting at the field, with loud mur- 
murs of discouragement, and the hun- 
dreds of automobiles which had parked 
on the field, began rolling slowly away. 

The message sent by the Weather 
Bureau to Commander Byrd read: 

“Unsettled weather with clouds and 
fog prevailing from Nantucket north- 
eastward across the Gulf of St. Law- 
rence and drifting Eastward will make 
a start of the transatlantic flight 
hazardous and we are advising against 
a take-off tomorrow morning.” 

Kimball’s report to Byrd stated that 
there was a possibility that the flight 
might be possible Saturday, but that if 
it were made tomorrow, shifting winds 
of a dangerous nature would be en- 
countered all the way to Newfoundland. 

The weather man said that the severe 
thunder end rain stom that drenched 
the flying field tonight was general 
throughout New England and was symp- 
tomatic of the conditions from here to 
Newfoundland. 

Poised at the top of its elevated run- 
way, with wings spread like some great 
night bird, the Fokker monoplane 
America was ready tonight to hop off 
for Paris at the first streak of dawn. 

Shortly before 9 o’clock the plane 
was hauled out of the hangar and 
taxied to the top of the runway 
under its own power. Before being 
taken to the runway the plane was 
weighed, but the weight was not made 
public. 

‘ Crew Takes a Nap. 

After seeing the plane in position 

Commander Byrd and the three mem- 
bers of his crew returned to their hotel 
to get a few hours rest before the hop 
off, which was then scheduled for 4 a. 
m. tomorrow. 
. As dusk settled over the field an 
ever-increasing stream of automobiles 
began to arrive. By the time the plane 
was on the runway. several thousand 
persons had gathered, hoping to witness 
the third American plane depart from 
this field for the European continent 
within a few weeks. Extra details of 
police were on hand. 

When the crew left the plane to go 
to their hotel, all that remained to be 
done was the final inspection by the 
corps of mechanics and fueling of the 
plane. Part of the’ specially tested 
gasoline for the three motors was at 
the runway; the rest was to be brought 
out after the weather report had been 
received. 


Cloudburst on Field. 


With the America poised on its rune 
this fiying field was suddenly 
deluged by a tropical cloudburst.

29 OVERT ACTS CITED 
IN TWO TRUE BILLS 


Both to Plead Not Guilty When 
‘Arraigned Today Before 
Justice Hoehling. 


Dr. Dee Hammer, chiropractor, of 309 
Maryland avenue northeast, and Mrs. 


Anna Apolonio, will be arrainged be- 
fore Justice Hoehling in Criminal Court 
No. 1, District Supreme Court, at 10 
o'clock this morning to plead to two 
indictments returned against them 
yesterday afternoon by a grand jury 
which investigated an alleged plot 
against the life of Mrs. Apolonio’s hus- 
band, Joseph Apolonio, of 601 Eleventh 
street northeast. 

Counsel for Mrs. Apolonio and Dr, 
Hammond declared last night that they 
will both plead not guilty when they 
are arrainged. 

One indictment charges a conspiracy 
to commit murder, and the other in- 
dictment charges that these defendants 
solicited the aid of and attempted to 
procure one Robert F. Langdon, also 
known as Robert F. Lawrence, a detec- 
tive assigned to the Ninth Precinct, to 
commit the murder. 

District Attornéy Peyton Gordon and 


appear to have ignored the attitude of 
Joseph Apolonio,.-who apparently re- 
fused to believe that his wife was in- 
volved in any scheme to end his life. 
Apolonio was convinced of hig wife's 
innocente to the extent that he fur- 
nished bond for her release after the 
arrest on May 31.

The promis- 
sory notes alleged to have been ex- 
ecuted and delivered to Detective Lang- 
don and to a private detective named 
Harry R. Thompson figure in these acts, 
The notes call for a total payment by 
Dr. Hammer of $1,750. The case was 
called to the attention of the police 
by Detective Thompson who, according 
to overt act No. 1, talked over the 
alleged murder plan with Dr. Hammer 
on March 28. Thompson later tntro- 
duced Langdon to Dr. Hammer as a 
killer from Buffalo and from then on, 
according to the indictment, the plot 
thickened.

Thompson in the indictment charging 
solicitation to commit murder.

Overt act No. 7 charges thé same 
as do all the acts from this number to 
No. 9, which cover the period of from 
April 1 to April 11. Overt act No. 10 
charges that Mrs. Apolonio met and 
talked with Thompson on April 11. 
Overt act No. 11 charges that both de- 
fendants met Thompson on April 11 
and talked with him, 


Talks With Thompson Alleged. 


Overt act No. 12 charges that Dr. 
Hammer met and talked with Thomp- 
son on May 16. Overt act No. 13 
charges that on the same day Dr. Ham- 
mer discussed ways and means for the 
alleged murder with Thompson. Overt 
act No. 14 charges that Dr. Hammer 
delivered to Thompson a promissory 
note for $250 in pursuance of the al- 
leged scheme to murder Apolonio. 

Overt act No. 15 charges that Dr. 
Hammer delivered to Thompson a writ- 
ten agreement to pay $250 for “services 
rendered as agreed upon.” Overt acts 
Nos. 16 and 17 charge that Dr. Hammer 
met and talked with Thompson, and 
overt act No. 18 charges that Dr. Ham- 
mer met and talked with Langdon on 
May 27. Overt act No. 18 charges that 
Dr. Hammer asked Langdon, who ap- 
peared under the name of Lawrence, 
to assist in the furtherance of the al- 
leged murder plot. 

Overt act No. 20 charges that Dr. 
Hammer met both Thompson and 
Langdon on May 27 and discussed ways 
and means to murder Apolonio. Overt 
act No, 21 charges that Dr. Hammer de- 
livered a promissory note to Thompson 
for $150. Overt act No. 22 charges that 
Dr. Hammer met and talked with 
Langdon. 

Overt act No. 23 charges that Dr. 
Hammer met and talked with both 
Thompson and Langdon. Overt act No. 
24 charges that Dr. Hammer delivered 
& promissory note to “Robert F. Law- 
rence” for $100 on May 30. Overt act 
No. 25 charges that on May 31 Mrs. 
Apolonio talked with Thompson, and 
overt act No. 26 charges that Dr. Ham- 
mer met and talked with both Thomp- 
son and Langdon on May 31. The same 
thing is charged in overt act No. 27.

Overt act No. 28 charges that Dr. 
Hammer delivered to “Robert F. Law- 
rence” a promissory note for $500 and 
another $500 note from Dr. Hammer 
to Lawrence figures in overt act No. 29.

RAILWAY MEN ADVOCATE 
ELASTIC HOURS OF WORK 


Executives Would Lengthen 
Day During the Period of 
Business Activity. 


SEE BENEFIT TO MEN 


(By the Associated Press.) 

A flexible arrangement whereby in 
time of business activity a working day 
might be increased to nine or ten hours, 
was suggested yesterday by a commit- 
tee of leading railway executives in @ 
report on means of stabilizing labor 
employment in the transportation in- 
dustry. 

Headed by Daniel Willard, president 
of the Baltimore & Ohio, the commit- 
tee said that while “there seems ta 


be a general tendency at the present 
time to recognize the eight-hour day 
in most lines of employment, there iz 
much to be said in favor of a certain 
elasticity in the number of hours to 
be worked.” 

“If the day could be increased from 
eight to nine and even ten hours in 
times of business activity, and be re- 
duced to eight hours in times when 
business is less active, such a policy 
would enable carriers to employ a more 
uniform force throughout the year and 
avoid the necessity of laying off or fur- 
loughing large numbers of men in times 
of recession,” the report continued. 

The committee held that the stability 
of employment was reflected directly in 
efficient and economic operation of the 
carriers and recommended that the 
roads give careful consideration to this 
problem. 

“It is most important that there 
should be a sufficiently liberal margin 
between operating revenue and operat- 
ing expenses,” the committee said, “so 
that ths carriers may be able: 

“(a) To initiate broader policies par- 
ticularly with reference to their mainte- 
nance program, and adopt plans for 
spreading or distributing such work 
throughout the year regardless of cur- 
rent monthly revenues. ; 

“(b) To eliminate, so far as possible, 
temporary or emergency expenditures.”

Soviet Strongly Advised to 
Drop Propaganda in 
Countries Abroad. 


Berlin, June 23 (By A. P.).—In a 
vigorous speech before the reichstag 
today, Foreign Minister Stresemann re- 
plied to Premier Poincare’s anti-German 
strictures of last Sunday, advised Soviet 
Russia to cease propaganda abroad, and 
warned the powers that they must 
change their attitude toward disarm- 
ament. 

Declaring that it would be unneces- 
gary to refute M. Poincare’s accusations, 
he asked: “What does he (Poincare), 
really want—the Ruhr or Locarno?” 
and added: “It is impossible to have 
both.’ 

Warning to Russia. 


Dr. Stresemann’s address began as a 
report to the reichstag on the recent 
meeting of the League of Nations 
council in Geneva. 

“We naturally talked about the 
Anglo-Soviet break, which is an event 
of prime importance,” he said, “but no 
matter how the situation may develop, 
we shall not change out policies, which 
were laid down in the pact of Locarno 
and the treaty of Berlin (with Russia).” 

An unmistakable warning was given 
to Moscow by Dr. Stresemann that it 
must discontinue its foreign propagan- 
da, when he said: 

“The other powers have a full un- 
derstanding of our position and I also 
have the feeling that all the countries 
maintaining diplomatic relations with 
Russia desire a free hand to the extent 
of being permitted to conduct such re- 
lations without being influenced by 
others. They, however, also are emphatic 
in their demands that Russia abandon 
its propaganda abroad. ” 


Disarmanent Is Vital. 


Touching on disarmament, the for- 
eign minister said: “I can only warn 
the other governments that they must 
change their attitude toward the prob- 
lem of disarmament. The life or death 
of the principles for which the League 
of Nations stands depends upon its s0- 
lution.” 

Reduction of the forces of occupa- 
tion in the Rhineland, he stated, did 
not hinge upon concessions to be made 
by Germany, but constituted @ promise 
given to Germany at the Locarno con- 
ference. 

“We have the formal right to expect 
this reduction, and must insist upon 
its fulfillment in the interests of keep- 
ing alive faith in the Locarno idea,” he 
declared. 

Referring to the speech by Premier 
Poincare at lLuneville Sunday, Dr. 
Stresemann said: 

“I could refute many of his accusa- 
tions, but I will not do so. We will not 
get far by resurrecting the old differ- 
ences, and then, too, the world is al- 
ready too far advanced in its knowl- 
edge of the facts. 


Can Not Have Both. 


“If M.*Poincare desires relations with 
Germany improve, he will find a grate- 
ful echo here. He has no right to 
question our sincerity, as Chancellor 
Marx and his cabinet are pledged to 
continue their peaceful policies.” 

Asserting that Germany had or- 
ganized her police force to meet the 
allied wishes, had broken up the il- 
legal military organizations and had 
destroyed her fortifications he asked: 

“Does Poincare wish to open or to 
block the way to an understanding? 
His Luneville speech can be inter- 
preted both ways, but what does he 
really want—the Ruhr or Locarno? It 
is impossible to have both. 

“We are ready and eager to grasp the 
hand of friendship, but’ not the hand 
of the victor reached down to the van- 
quished. We ask Quo vadis France? 
(Whither goest thou, France?) 

“We took upon us the heavy obliga- 
tions of the Dawes plan and subscribed 


to the Locarno treaty, but now we ex- 


pect France also to do its part.” 


Seviet Executes Ten More 
As Terrorist Ratders 


Moscow, June 23: (By A. P.).—Ten 
terrorists known as “Kobilinski Garas,” 
members of a band allegedly operating 
over the Polish frontier, have been 
shot and nineteen others taken pris- 
oners, says a dispatch from Kiev to 
the Pravda. The terrorists are charged 
with having attacked Soviet officials 
and looted villages in their border 
raids. 

London, June 23 (By A. P.).—Com- 
munist executions are looked for at 
Ningpo, in the Chinese province of 
Cheking, says a Reuter dispatch from 
that place. The Nationalist general, 
Yenghu, commanding the Shanghai 
area, is reported to have arrived at 
Ningpo with a bodyguard of 200 men 
and 12 executioners, the understand- 
ing being that he intends to pass the 
week-end dealing with local commu- 


' niste. 


An intensive anti-British boycott is 
in progress at Ningpo, the dispatch 
adds, red or semired unionism being 
strong. The anti-British movement is 
unpopular among the merchants. 


Soviet Paraders Menace 
Guards on Polish Border 


(Special Cable Dispatch.) 

Warsaw, June 23.—The reds on the 
Polish border-went on the warpath to- 
day. Their parade:men from the Dis- 
trict of Minsk assembled near Kra- 
jarsk and their fleriest soap-box or- 
ators spurted forth invectives against 
Poland and Great Britain to the as- 
sembled multitudes. With brass bands 
and red banners carrying anti-Polish 
inscriptions such as “Revenge for Com- 
rade Voikoff whom the Poles killed,” 
they marched along the Polish border 
for several hours, singing “The Inter- 
nationale” and threatening the Polish 
guards with clubs, fists and guns. 

But Warsaw had warned the border

The airmen proceeded to the Ameri- 
can Legation and the news of their 
arrival spread rapidly, and soon the 
streets were filled with cheering Czechs. 
The municipality has reserved the en- 
tire floor of a hotel for the airmen, 
their wiveg and others who followed 
them by train. 

The American Minister, Lewis Ein- 
stein, gave the airmen a heary greet- 
ing, and then introduced them to the 
diplomatic corps.

BUTLER INTIMATES 


| Southern Chinese Expected to 


Invade Peking Vicinity 
~ Early Next Month. 


MARSHAL FENG BREAKS 
WITH COMMUNIST GROUP 


Warns 
That Borodin, Russian, 
Will Be Expelled. 


Shanghai, June 23 (By A. P.).—Brig. 
Gen. Smedley D. Butler, arriving to- 
day here from Peking aboard the U. S. 
S. Richmond, strongly intimated that 
further American marine forces will 
proceed north shortly. 

Gen. Butler, who is in command of 
all the American marine forces in 
China, said: “The transport Hender- 
son is here from Manila loaded to the 
gunwhales with supplies and the Chau- 
mont’s 1.150 marines are all aboard 
and ready for orders.” 

The general declared that the for- 
eign forces at Peking and Tientsin ex- 
pect that the nationalists, who are mak- 
ing a. drive on those two cities, will 
arrive some time between the list and 
15th of July, and are preparing ac- 
cordingly in case of any antiforeign 
outbreaks. Gen. Butler himself, plans 
to return north shortly. 

The nationalists’ “boring within” 
methods are sweeping the north, Gen. 
Butler told the Associated Press. 

“The humblest farmers in the most 
out of the way areas, who are unable to 
read, are fully informed of the na- 
tionalst program,” he said. “I visited 
swamp lands 35 miles from Tientsin, 
where the most ignorant peasants were 
interpreting the invasion of the na- 
tionalists as heralding a panacea for all 
ills—such as making rain and similar 
wonders.” 


British Aviators Criticized. 


He said “hat the southerners were 
not overlooking antiforeign activities 
and were informing the peasants that 
British aviators were flying over Chinese 
territory at Shanghai, “violating 
Chinese sovereignty.” 

Sentiment throughout the north was 
in favor of the south, the general said, 
stating that the nationalist movement 
undoubtedly had -been most thoroughly 
implanted nationally. 

Cooperation of Marshal Feng Yu- 
Hsiang, once known as “the Christian 
general,” and Gen. Chiang Kai-Shek, 
leader of the moderate nationalists in 
a drive on the north and a break be- 
tween Marshal Feng with the com- 
munist element at Hankow which have 
been supporting him, today marked an 
important step for possible removal of 
the breach between the Hankow and 
Nanking regimes in south Caina. 

As a result of conferences at Suchow 
between the two powerful Southern 
leaders, Marshal Feng has sent an ulti- 
matum to Hankow demanding that 
certain members of the Hankow regime, 
including the Russian, Michael Borodin, 
who has been acting as adviser, leave 
for abroad and that the remaining 
members proceed to Nanking immedi- 
ately to join in the operations against 
the North. 


Communism “Must Go.’ 

At the same time Marshal Feng and 
Gen. Chiang issued a proclamation, 
stating that communism must go and 
calling upon their troops to uphold the 
principles of the late Dr. Sun Yat Sen, 
the Republican leader, “for the ever- 
lasting glory of China.” 

Gen. Chiang Kai-Shek announ the 
immediate launching of a drive forth- 
ward through the province of Shantung 
on Tientsin and Peking, while it was 
stated that Marshal Feng Yu-Hsiag 
would begin his northward drive on 
July 1 ,from the province of Honan. 

It was reported that the two gen- 
erals planned to meet in the Tientsin- 
Peking area and then to make a tri- 
umphal entry into the northern capital. 
Feng has returned to Chengcehow, 
which he recently captured, to prepare 
for the launching of his drive. 

Hu Nan-Min, executive head of the 
civil government at Nanking, declared 
today that the Nanking regime would 
assume the honest obligations of the 
Hankow government, but that Borodin, 
Eugene Chen, the Hankow foreign min- 
ister and George Hsu-Chien, the Han- 
kow minister of justice, must be elimi- 
nated. Hu Han-Min said that George 
Hsu-Chien was a confirmed radical and 
that Eugene Chen, who played a large 
part in the negotiations that followed 
the capture of Hankow by the Nation- 
alists, was undesirable.

Cosgrave Is Reelected Head 
of Government by Vote 
of 68 to 22. 


EXCITEMENT IN DUBLIN 
1S GREATEST FOR YEARS 


Doors Locked and Guarded 
Against Republicans, Who 
Fail to Take Oath. 


Dublin, Ireland, June 23 (By A. P.). 
Critical hours in the life of the Irish 
Free State were passed today as the 
newly elected Dail Eireann convened 
under threats of possible trouble from 
Eamon de Valera and his Republican 
followers. But the peace of the capital 
remained unbroken, and tonight Will- 
iam T. Cosgrave, reelected president of 
the executive council by a vote of 68 
to 22, is again head of the government. 

Not since Sinn Fein days has there 
been such political excitement in Dub- 
lin, and much of it centered around 
De Valera as it did in those tragic 
times. Early in the morning he was 
in an automobile smashup but escaped 
injury, and then led his 44 Fianna 
Fail deputies through the streets to 
Leinster House, where they demanded 
their seats as duly elected members 
of the dail. 

But they refused to take the oath of 
allegiance- to what they termed a 
“foreign king” and they were barred 
from the chamber and the formalities 
of opening the dail and the reelection 
of President Cosgrave were carried out 
while De Valera and his followers paced 
restlessly in the corridors outside the 
locked and guarded doors of the dall 
chamber, At length the De Valerites 
retired to the Fianna Fail headquarters, 
where their leader declared that the 
demonstration at the dail was only the 
first step in a campaign for the removal 
of the oath of allegiance to the British 
sovereign. 


Carried Out Public Mandate. 


The Republican leaders, including 
Lord Mayor French of Cork City, ex- 
plained that they had attended the dail 
for the purpose of carrying out the 
mandate of the people to take their 
seats without subscribing to the oath to 
a foreign king. They had been kept 
out by those who objected to criticism 
of the extravagance and maladminis- 
tration of the government. But if 
these people had escaped criticism in 
the dail, declared Mr. de Valera, they 
would get it at the cross roads. The 
Republicans would go back to the peo- 
ple and tell them what had happened 
and with the pressure of the people 
behind them, the barriers would go and 
the people’s representatives would meet 
shortly without any oath of allegiance 
to a foreign king. 

Within the dail chamber itself the 
uncertainty over the political situation 
was as great as it was in the corridors 
without. As soon as Mr. Cosgrave’s 
reelection was moved, he intervened 
and declared that no party had a ma- 
jority, and that all the opposition 
parties had attacked his government as 
incompetent, autocratic and extrava- 
gant. All these parties, he continued, 
had made promises to the voters, but 
none had put forward sufficient-knowl- 
edge to secure a majority. They must 
have visualized a coalition. 


Attacks Anti-Oath Agitation. 


Mr. Cosgrave announced that he 
would accept responsibility of govern- 
ment only upon his own terms. He 
made a vigorous attack on the anti- 
oath agitation, and declared that the 
Fianna Fail deputies had not been kept 
out of the Dail by reason of the oath, 
but were sheltering behind it on sub- 
terfuge, knowing that their fantastic 
promises could*not be fulfilled. 

Notwithstanding that many youthful 
Republicans had been urged to come to 
Dublin, and seemingly most 6f them 
came, to lend support to the De Vale- 
rites, the great demonstration which 
was promised a few days ago did not 
come about. The government took rig- 
orous precautions, and Leinster House 
and all adjacent streets were closely 
guarded. The streets were even closed 
to traffic, and Gen. O’Duffey, head of 
the Civic Guards, warned the public to 
Keep their distance during the after- 
noon and evening hours. Any one 
passing the police cordon had to be 
identified and vouched for. 

Mr. De Valera and his followers were 
permitted to enter Leinster House and 
were conducted to a committee room. 
When asked to take the oath of alle- 
giance they refused, but remained in 
the building for several hours in the 
hope possibly that they could event- 
ually find a way into the chamber 
where the Dail was sitting. 

Kevin O'Higgins, former vice presi- 
dent and minister of justice in the 
Free State cabinet, will take the min- 
istry of foreign affairs in addition to 
the ministry of justice in the new 
cabinet, it was announced tonight. 


Peter Hughes Defeated. 


Desmond Fitzgerald, who held the 
foreign affairs portfolio, will become 
minister of defense, succeeding Peter 
Hughes, who was defeated for reelec- 
tion at the recent poll. 

Richard Mulcahy will be minister. for 
local government and public health. 
Succeeding James Burke, who will be 
named parliamentary secretary to the 
ministry. 

These were the only changes in the 
former Cosgrave cabinet. Patrick Ho- 
gan, minister for lands and agriculture, 
and Joseph J. Walsh, postmaster gen- 
eral, who formerly were not -‘members 
of the executive council, will now. be 
added to the council. :

Their Wives Are. Worried. 


Wives of eleven of the fourteen 
guards held captive by mutinous con- 
victs in the coal mine at the Kansas 
penitentiary here are becoming anxious 
over the safety of their husbands and 
May appeal to Gov. Paulen to do some- 
thing to get them free, it was learned 
today. 

Three of the guards’ wives called on 
the other eight wives last night, it was 
learned, and discussed sending a dele- 
gation to the governor to demand that 
action be taken to bring the guards 
up from the 720-foot level of the mine 
where they have been held since the 
convicts seized the workings Tuesday 
morning. 

Oats, issued as rations for mules, 
today constituted the only food known 
to be available to 328 convicts. and 
their fourteen captive guards barricaded 
in the prison coal mine here since 11 
o'clock Tuesday morning. As the 
mutineers passed their forty-fifth hour 
under ground there was nothing to in- 
dicate they wished to withdraw their 
ultimatum “No cigarettes, no coal.” 

Prison authorities said the noon meal 
sent down the 720-foot shaft shortly 
before the strikers blocked the cage, 
would have been exhausted last night at 
the latest. This would leave only 30 
bushels of oats intended for the 17 
mules used in the mine. Possibility that 
men would butcher the mules as they 
threatened during a previous mutiny 
was scouted by Deputy Warden R. H. 
Hudspeth, in charge. 

A large mirror was swung down the 
mine shaft today and another was 
rigged up at the surface making a 
gigantic periscope with which officials 
could look down the shaft to the mine 
tunnel 720 feet below ground. The 
mouth of the tunnel had been blocked 
by timbers, it was discovered and none

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RUNGE PROPOSES 


EUURITY TREATY 
TO UNITED STATES 


Suggestion Regarded Here as 
“Smoke Screen” to Cover 
Debt Situation. 


HERRICK WILL BRING 
TEXT TO WASHINGTON 


Kellogg Can Decline to Ne- 
gotiate by Referring 
to Bryan Pacts. 


By ALBERT W. FOX. 
Secretary of State Kellogg has been 
advised by Myron T. Herrick, American 
Ambassador to France, that the French 
foreign office has drafted a written 
memorandum respecting a Franco- 


American security pact which it has 
transmitted to the ambassador for the 
consideration of President Coolidge. Mr. 
Herrick cables that he-is bringing the 
draft with him to the United States. 

¢ It appears that the French virtually 
have outlined a suggested text for the 
proposed pact. With his usual states- 
manship and diplomatic skill, Foreign 
Minister Briand of France thus has suc- 
ceeded in thrusting the security pact 
idea into the foreground of interna- 
tional relations precisely at the time 
when France was in danger of being 
embarrassed diplomatically through her 
failure to ratify the Mellon-Berenger 
debt agreement and through her re- 
fusal to attend the conference on naval 
armaments at Geneva. 

France, with the assistance of Ameri- 
can internationalists, now counts upon 
diverting public attention from her iso- 
lated position respecting naval arma- 
ments and expects to maneuver Presi- 
dent Coolidge and Secretary Kellogg 
into a position where the Briand peace 
jecture will assume a sufficiently im- 
portant position in international af- 
fairs to offset the effect*of the naval 
conference and the debt question. 
Briand has played his cards in such a 
manner that it is difficult, if not im- 
possible, for the United States Gov- 
ernment to check his plan. 


Must Receive Proposal. 


Both President Coolidge and Mr. Kel- 
logg know that the Briand plan is a 
“smoke screen.” Both know why he 
has advanced it at this particular time 
and both know what he expects to 
gain by it. Neither expects any defi- 
nite result from the plan beyond erous- 
ing the American internationalists to 
new heights of League of Nations al- 
truism which will bring the usual 
flood of appeals and suggestions from 
the volunteers. But neitber the Presi- 
dent nor his Secretary of State are in 
@ position to frustrate brusquely the 
Briand campaign. 

From the standpoint of diplomacy, 
it would not do for the United States 
government to question officially the 
motives or belittle the importance of 
the Briand move. It would never do 
for Secretary Kellogg to inform Briand 
that the United States.did not care to 
examine “with the greatest interest” 
his “noble and exalted effort” to out- 
law war as between the United States 
and France. Thus, when Briand hands 
his plan to Ambassador Herrick, the 
only statement which either Mr. Cool- 
idge or Mr. Kellogg could make offi- 
cially would be that they will be most 
happy to receive and examine it. 


Not Taken Seriously. 


The President, in informal conversa- 
tion with senators, may inform them 
that he sees through the Briand “smoke 
screen,” and would have no faith in 
any French suggestion for another 
treaty until France honors her obli- 
gations-by agreeing to fund her debt 
to the American taxpayers. There are 
current reports that Mr. Coolidge has 
already done this, and members of the 
Senate foreign relations committee are 
understood to be able tu recall the pre- 
cise language used by Mr. Coolidge. 
These sénators simply smile when the 
security pact is mentioned and refuse 
to be interested. Even Senator Borah, 
chairman of the foreign relations com- 
mittee and long an earnest advocate of 
international plans to outlaw war, does 
not take the Briand proposal seriously. 

Mr. Kellogg, in his official capacity, 
explains in response to questions by 
the newspaper correspondents that he 
has been advised by Ambassador Her- 
rick that a written French plan has 
been submitted and he declines to dis- 
cuss the details, but indicates, of course, 
that he will examine and discuss the 
proposition. In response to the flat 
question of whether the State Depart- 
ment will consider French plans to ne- 
gotiate such a pact, Mr. Kellogg natu- 
rally says that the department will be 
glad to consider the plan. 

At first blush, this would appear to 
place Mr. Kellogg in a position of tak- 
ing a diametrically opposite view from 
the view understood to have been ex- 
pressed to Senators by President Cool- 
idge. But, as a matter of fact, Mr. 
Kellogg is understood to regard the 
Briand proposal in precisely the same 
light as the President regards it. He 
knows the import of the whole pro- 
ceedings, it is suggested, but must play 
his cards according to the rules of dip- 
lomatic procedure. 


Bryan Pacts Recalled. 


When the plan actually comes before 
him, it will be possible for Mr. Kellogg 
to find many ways to puncture the bub- 
ble and remove the plan from further 
serious consideration. The method 
which first suggests itself is to call 
Briand’s attention to the Bryan peace 
pact, negotiated between the United 
States and France in 1914, which pact 
Outlaws war as effectively as American 
interests will permit unless the United 
States wishes to enter into an alliance 
~with France or a European power. Of- 
ficlals of the State Department receniy 
called attention to this Bryan pact in 
discussing the Briand matter with the

sider to what extent the principles 
adopted at. Waghington can be carried 
fyrther either regarding the ratio in 
different classes of ships between vari- 
ous powers, or in any other important 
ways.” 

The British spokesman made it clear 
that the British idea is that each 
power represented at the present con- 
ference should justify to one another 
whatever requests are made for ton- 
nage in the various classes of warships. 
He doubted exceedingly whether the 
United States could prove America’s 
mecessity for having as many cruisers 
as Great Britain, as, for instance, to 
protect trade routes. because it was 
generally recognized that a large part 
of American trade was transported on 
British ships. 


Same Said to Apply to Japan. 


The same thing could be said for 
Japan, despite the fact that the Japa- 
nese have sometimes to voyage afar to 
transport merchandise and acquire raw 
material. 

In the meantime difficulties, which 
may still not be insuperable, have 
arisen over fixation of the proportion 
of auxiliary war craft for Japan and 
the United States. There are reliable; 
indications that Tokyo is insisting 
upon Japan having 70 per cent to 
America’s 100, which, transformed into 
cold ratio figures, would mean 5 for 
the United States and 3.5 for Japan. 

Information from British sources is 
that the British statesmen would not 
object to according their former ally in 
the Far East somewhat better treatment 
for auxiliary warships than expressed 
by the 5-5-3 ratio fixed at Washington 
for battleships and aircraft carrier. 

There is apparently a tendency in 
American circles to argue that the ab- 
sence of American fortifications in Far 
Eastern waters, one of the results of 
the Washington agreement, really makes 
the Japanese ratio of 3 considerably 
better than that figure when one talks 
in terms of effective naval action. 


Statement by Japanese. 


The Japanese issued a statement today 
that ships under 700 tons, which include 
submarines—and these they want to 
be able to construct without any re- 
striction whatsoever—are too limited in 
seaworthiness and radius to be used as 
modern weapons of war for anything 
‘more than coastal defense. Concerning 
aircraft carriers under 10,000 tons, 
which they also want excluded, the 
Japanese insist that such craft would 
be merely utilized for experiments or 
training purposes. 

“Moreover,” continues the statement, 
“their effectiveness on the high seas is 


still unknown, and accordingly they 
should not be subjected to limitations 
like cruisers and other surface craft, 
which pose as definite fighting effec- 
tives.” 

Mr. Gibson, who was accompanied 
by Allen W. Dulles, jmridical expert 
fog the American delegation, emerging 
from the meeting with Lord Cecil, told 
newspaper men, however, that there 
was no reason for being less optimistic 
about the outcome of the conference. 


All Eager for Agreement. 


He said that the peoples of the United 
States, Great Britain and Japan were 
all anxious to find an agreement and 
were convinced that only patience and 
good will among the delegates were 


needed finally to work out a common} 


basis for an accord. “It is natural 
to encounter discouragement in the 
solution of jndividual problems,” he 


said, “but without this exist.ug, there’ 


would have been no need to call the 
conference.” 

Questioned by an English correspon- 
dent as to why Washington permitted 
convocation of the conference and 
proclamation of divergencies in public 
without having negotiated with Lon- 
don and Tokyo confidentially in advance 
in an endeavor to work out some sort 
of an agreement beforehand, Mr. Gib- 
son answered that such a proceedure 
would have provoked a general outcry 
because it would indicate that the 
United States was not proceeding open- 
ly for the discussion of the various 
problems involved. 

Mr. Gibson emphasized that he and 
Viscount Cecil had examined the Brit- 
ish and American proposals in an at- 
tempt to understand their mutual po- 
sitions, and added that nothing had oc- 
curred thus far which would justify 
less hopefulness in achieving a final 
agreement. 


Tokyo Expects Compromise. 


Tokyo, June 23 (By A. P.).—While 
there has been a firm stand here against 
application of the 5-5-3 ratio to cruis- 
ers, destroyers and . submarines, the 
opinion appears to be gaining ground 
that a compromise satisfactory to all 
concerned will be reached between the 
proposals of the three powers at the 
naval limitation conference now in 
progress at Geneva. 

Although not entirely agreeing with 
the British proposals, the newspaper 
Mainichi Shimbun regards them as 
“quite admirable in their statesman- 
like breadth.” 

“By proposing a reduction in the size 
of guns and warships, as well as in- 
creasing the age limit of capital ships,” 
it declares, “Great Britain may be said 
to have gone deep to the root of the 
disarmament question.” 


be gained by a new security pact along 
the lines suggestde. 

Mr. Kellogg was necessarily absent 
from the city on that day and de- 
clined to comment on the information 
given out. But yesterday, Secretary 
Kellogg himself called attention to re- 
ports that the Bryan treaties may have 
lapsed because the membership on the 
commissions of conciliation was not 
complete. There was no justification 
for these reports, the Secretary ex- 
plained, adding that arrangements are 
now under way to fill up the member- 
ship on the commissions. 

It is suggested in some quarters that 
President Coolidge and Secretary Kel- 
logg might shrewdly turn the Briand 
proposal to their advantage by remind- 
ing the French government that no 
treaty between France and the United 
States can ever be submitted to the 
United States Senate for ratification 
until France agrees to fund her debt 
to America. But it is pointed out that 
even if France agreed to ratify the 
Mellon-Berenger debt agreement as a 
quid pro quo, the United States could 
not afford to enter into an alliance, 
which would necessarily be of a military 
character to have any value at all. 


Military in Character. 


The flat agreement not to go to war 
at all for a designated period would be 
a military alliance iy the truest sense 
of the word for France because the 
French could shape their future plans 
With absolute assurance that America's 
power would at least be neutralized no 
matter what events transpired in the 
future. In the event of a war be- 
tween European powers, France could, 
if military necessity required, sink 
American merchantmen, confiscate 
American property and take whatever 
steps might be deemed essential to her 
national existence and America would 
be powerless to do more than expect 
payment for damage done, which pay- 
ments in view of the present status of 
the French debt to America would not 
be regarded as having any substantial 
guarantee. And other Europaan 
powers which did not have an alliance 
with the United States would natu- 
rally be at a distinct military disad- 
vantage compared to France. 

Briand, it was noted, was not inter- 
ested in the drafts of general pacts to 
outlaw war and drawn up by the 
American college professors.* An exclu- 
sive Franco-American pact, or dis- 
guised military alliance, would admit- 
tedly be of far greater value to Briand 
than any general pact. Secretary Kel- 
logg will consider making the Briand 
Suggestions public after Ambassador 
Herrick reaches Washington in ten 
days or so.

pine servants almost had to carry him 
to the automobile. 

Then he was driven the 15 miles over 

the winding mountain roads up to the 
highest peak on the road and back into 
the valley again. He praised the lofty 
crags that stand up like cathedral 
spires and are known as the Needles, The 
cool mountain air seemed to do him 
good. 
Both Mr. Coolidge and Mr. Tilson re- 
turned to the lodge about 10 minutes 
before he arrived. Although he, had 
planned to leave this afternoon, he was 
prevailed to remain over and rest. Gen. 
Wood and his party plan now to leave 
tomorrow night for New York in the 
two special cars that have been pro- 
vided for them. 

Definite indications that forces are 
working and making progress toward a 
sort of compromise farm relief bill with 
a view of taking this subject out of the 
1928 campaign, were left today in the 
wake of the visit of Representative 
Tilson with President Coolidge. Mr. 
Tilson, going into town today with the 
President, talked with newspaper men 
at the schoolhouse. 


Hopes for Legislation. 


Speaking cautiously he expressed the 
hope that some legislation satisfactory 
to both sides could be worked out and 
indicated his optimism that it would 
be. Representative Winters, of Wyom- 
ing, whose guest Mr. Tilson has been 
and who also stayed overnight at the 
lodge, said there were definite signs of 
approaching harmony between the Op- 
posing forces in his State. Mr. Win- 
ters, who supported the McNary-Haugen 
bill at the last session, speaking in the 
presence of Mr. Tilson and with the 
latter nodding assent, said he expected 
a revised version of the Curtis-Crisp bill 
might be worked out. 

“here is a feeling in his State, Mr. 
Winters said, that something on this 
order should be accepted as an advance 
in the right direction, even if it does 
not exactly fit the bill. Wyoming, of 
course, has not been in the same bel- 
ligerent mood as some of the other of 
these Western States. 


Deprecates McNary Bill. 


Mr. Tilson made it plain that the Mc- 
Nary-Haugen bill would have no more 
chance at the next session than it did 
at the last one. 

“It is obviously apparent that if it 
is passed again in the same form the 
President again will veto it. There has 
been absolutely no indication that he 
has changed his mind in this regard.” 

That the question of an extra ses- 
sion is still up in the air was indicated 
when Mr. Tilson said he was yet to 
be convinced of the necessity of it, and 
it was apparent that it is his opinion 


at this time that there will not be one.} 


Inasmuch as he had visited with the 
President overnight, it would seem that 
the President still is undecided on this 
matter. 

An extra session is liable to do more 
harm than good, in the majority lead- 
er’s opinion. While a start should cer- 
tainly be made at the regular session 
dealing with the Mississippi River ftood 
problem, he said, the job is such a gi- 
gantic one that he considers it is ex- 
pecting too much that the next session 
will be able to complete it, and a few 
weeks of extra session will not ma- 
terially help matters. Reclamation and 
waterpower projects in several parts of 
the country, some of which have been 
before Congress for years, are tied up 
with the subject of flood control, he 
pointed out. He gave as an instance 
a reclamation project in Mr. Winters’ 
State. The fact that it is operating 
relieved the Mississippi River of just 
sO much water, he pointed out. 


Urges Boulder Dam Passage. 


Mr. Tilson left the impression that 
he considers the solution of the flood 
problem lies in making use of and tak- 
ing care of the water in the northern 
watersheds. The Missouri River draws 
on the watersheds out here and then 
empties into the Mississippi. 

He made known that he is in favor 
of iegislation on Boulder Dam at the 
coming session, though he is not in 
favor of the construction of a dam of 
the size contemplated in the bill at the 
last session. He favors a dam much 
smaller in size, he said. 

The majority leader added to what hs 
has already said on the subject of taxes, 
that he does not think the time is ripe 
for any reduction in surplus levies. Tax 
reduction must be approached very 
cautiously at the next session, he said, 
but he sees no reason why there should 
not be a reduction to 12 per cent in 
corporation levies and a further slicing 
away of nuisance levies. 

The soundness of the Mellon bill has 
been amply demonstrated, in his opin- 
ion. It has done just what it was 
planned to do, bring in more revenues 
by a skilful reduction. He doubted that 
there will be any relief for income tax- 
payers with incomes below $50,000. Re- 
lief to the corporations will benefit 
everybody all along the line, he said. 

Explaining that he had not been 
back in this country long enough to 
note any signs of a business slump, if 
there are any, the majority leader nev- 
ertheless gave the impression that the 
administration considers the peak of 
prosperity has been reached and must 
be oh a careful guard from now on 
against a retrogression. 


Would Keep Out Tariff. 


Tariff revision will be kept out of the 
next session, he said. He believes, how- 
ever, there should be an upward re- 
vision of textile rates. Flexible provi- 
sions of the present law are not suf- 
ficiently broad to take care of the 
textile situation in his opinion, but

A. E. F. Leader, ‘Returning 
From France, Asserts Friend- 
liness Is on Increase. 


GOOD-WILL PILGRIMAGE 
INTERESTS ALL RANKS 


Marshals and Poilus Alike Will 
Give American Veterans 
Hearty Welcome. 


Veterans of France, from marshals to 
poilus, eagérly await the coming of 
their brothers in arms from the sister 
republic, Gen. John J. Pershing, A. E. FP. 
leader, said yesterday, discusisng the 
Paris convention of the American 
Legion. 

“I feel that the time is very propitious 
for this visit of the legion,” said the 
war chief of America’s forces, Just re- 
turned from a visit abroad. “And the 
attitude of the French people has 
changed materially since last August, 
when I was there before. Deep down 
there is a basis for kindly feeling, which 
only needs an opportunity to bring it to 
the surface.” 

Gen. Pershing went to Europe some 
months ago in the interests of the 
American Battle’ Monuments Commis- 
sion, of which he is chairman, and 
while he had ample opportunity to ob- 
serve this growth of enthusiasm of the 
French for the return of the American 
soldiers, declined to discuss the coming 
pilgrimage of the veterans while in 
France. 


To Cement Comradeship. 


Speaking for the first time on the 
convention yesterday, he said: “The 
legionnaires are prompted -by a sincere 
desire not only to return and see the 
places where they did their greatest 
work for humanity, but also to bind 
ties of comradehip that existed between 
themselves and French veterans. 

“After thinking it.all over and con- 
sidering the motives, it seems to me it 
is the greatest pilgrimage for good will 
ever undertaken and will without ques- 
tion demonstrate that the basic feeling 
between the two peoples is the kindest. 
The French veterans from marshals 
down to poilus are looking forward with 
interest and enthusiasm to this re- 
union and they sincerely hope there 
will be as many come as. was first cal- 
culated on. 

“Without any hesitation, I can say 
that the reception to be accorded the 
legion will be most cordial, and it will 
understand fully the sentiments of the 
French.” 


Petain Heads Committee. 


Announcing that Marshal Petain 
would head the reception Committee at 
the historic forts of Verdun and that 
the military governor of Paris is or- 
ganizing French veterans and Ameri- 
cans in Paris to arrange reception de- 
tails there, Gen. Pershing emphasized 
the serious character of the sacred 
pilgrimage. 

“As I look on the visit of the legion,” 
he explained, “it is in no sense a lark, 
but prompted by motives to reestablish 
the intimate friendly relations that ex- 
isted during the war and which, to 
my mind, should become a permanent 
heritage that we of this generation 
should pass on.” 

Asked whether the _ transatlantic 
flight of Col. Charles A. Lindbergh had 
increased the friendly feelings of the 
French, the general said while his feat 
in itself was a wonderful thing and ap- 
pealed tremendously to the French 
nevertheless their friendly attitude 
toward the legion is a thing entirely 
apart and does not hinge on Lind- 
bergh’s accomplishment. Admitting it 
had gone a long way toward promoting 
friendly feelings, he declared the jour- 
ney of the legion was regarded by the 
veterans of France as a great. pilgrim- 
age of good will and their attitude ex- 
pressed that of the country.

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THREE FIGHT TO DEATH 
Ab GIRL WITNESS FLEES 


Two Policemen and Robber 
Die in Battle; No Witnesses 
Have Been Found. 


EACH IS STRUCK TWICE 


Chicago, June 23 (By A. P.).—Dark- 
ness mantled a triple slaying early to- 
day in a North Side alley, with no wit- 
nesses left to tell what happened except 
@ mystery girl, who fied in horror be- 
fore the roar of the last revolver shot 
had died away. 

Two policemen shot it out with an 


automobile thief, and the three were 
killed. The deadly accuracy of their 
aim was shown by the fact that all but 
one of the seven shots fired found its 
mark. The single wild shot was fired 
by the robber. 

The policemen dead are Sergt. 
Thomas Kehoe, 52 years old, and Of- 
ficer James Farley, 32. The man they 
killed was identified as Dan Leathers, 
sent to the Pontiac Reformatory in 
1922, on a robbery charge. 

The bodies of the policemen were 
found on a lawn in front of 4939 North 
Rockwell street. Kehoe was dead with 
a bullet over the temple and another 
in his back. Farley had been shot in 
the stomach and chest, but was living 
and conscious when police reserves ar- 
rived. 

“There was—a woman—in the—car— 
with him,” Farley gasped. “She—ran.” 
It was first believed that the slayer 
of Kehoe and Farley had escaped. At 
the hospital, however, before he died, 
Farley said he was sure he had wound- 
ed the man. 

“I had to shoot, and I’m sure 1 got 
him,” he said. 

Police returned to the place and 
found the robber’s body. He had been 
shot in the heart and the abdomen. 
The end of his trigger finger had been 
shot away, probably by the bullet that 
entered his abdomen. 

The slain police officers started their 
last quest of a criminal shortly after 
midnight, when a report was made that 
a masked man had held up Mr. and 
Mrs. E. 8S. Cooper and taken their auto- 
mobile and $5 which Cooper had. 

They came upon the stolen car and 
the robber near the place where their 
bodies were found. What happened 
thereafter is known only to the girl 
who, Farley safa, was in the automobile 
with the man.

ACTER LIKELY TO FIGHT 


16 Companies Agree to Slash 
Following Conference 
With Will Hays. 


STARS MAY FILE SUITS 


Special to The Washington Post. 


Hollywood, Calif., June 23.—Sixteen 
motion picture producing corporations, 
which between them embrace practically 
every “famous name” in the movie busi- 
ness, today banded to slice the salaries 
of “stars, directors, actors, writers and 
other artists,” and likewise agreed to 
cut the salaries of “executives, depart- 
mental heads and producers them- 
selves.” ’ 

A ‘statement by Fred Beetson, in 
charge of Hollywood headquarters of 
the Association of Motion Picture 
Producers, made the decision official 
and binding on the industry. The de- 
cision to shrink the pay roll of “artists” 
was reached when President Will Hays 
and the producers conferred here dur- 
ing Hays’ recent Western trip. 

According to Beetson, the producers 
expect a protest from the actors, but 
they™feel themselves in control of the 
situation. Beetson says that retrench- 
ment in salaries as well as other 
production economies are considered 
vital to prevent the standard of Ameri- 
can films from falling. 

Beetson said that he has not seen 
Frank Gilmore, president of the Actors 
Equity Association, who is in Holly- 
wood, and that Gilmore has not made 
known any grounds of protest from 
contract actors unwilling to accept 
“voluntary reductions” in salaries. 

Suits charging the producers with 
conspiracy to prevent actors from get- 
ting salaries as per contract, and other 
suits charging inequitable secret un- 
derstandings to prevent actors from 
geting future contracts, are expected 
as a result of today’s move. Many 
actors complained they have been told 
that “if old, experienced actors won't 
take the cut, there are plenty of young 
ones to step into their places.” 

Part of the producers’ pressure, it is 
said, is to refuse to assign roles to con- 
tract stars who won’t accept lower sal- 
aries, even though the producers con- 
tinue to pay salaries, as stipulated, for 
the life of the contract.

USED THIRD DEGREE, 
DRY OFFICER ADMITS 


Maj. Heise Is Accused of

Prisoner Six Hours. 


New York, June 23 (By A. P.).—Fol- 
lowing testimony today by Albert 
Briggs, an East Indian, that he had 
been bound, beaten, kicked and cursed 
for six hours at prohibition headquar- 
ters here last December, Assistant Pro- 
hibition Administrator Maj.

the hangar tonight. There were 2 roast 
chickens, 10 cheese and 10 turkey sarid- 
wiches, 3 quarts of coffee and 2 quarts 
of tea, 


Besides this food, emergency rations 
of pemmican, hardtack and water suffi- 
cient to last 30 days were stowed in the 
fuselage for use in case of an emergency 
landing at sea. 

An hour after the storm broke the 
stars began again te appear. By this 
time most of the water had soaked into 
the ground and the field was said to be 
in good condition. 

Cars were parked in solid rows out- 
side the police lines and most of the 
crowd were in them for some cramped 
sleep. The great field was in darkness 
except for the twinkle of hindreds of 
parking lights and the blaze from the 
hangar, where the lights came back 
after being interrupted by the storm. 


Mail Sacks Arrive. 


The first official air mail from New 
York to Paris was delivered to Com- 
mander Byrd tonight, who has been 
especially sworn in as an air mail pilot, 
preparatory for the hop-off planned for 
early morning. 


The mail consisted of 200 letters and | 


seven small packages. Among them was 
a letter from Postmaster General Harry 
S. New to Maurice Kokanowski, French 
minister of commerce, and letters from 
Mayor Walker of New York to the 
presidents of France and Germany, the 
Lord Mayor of London, and the presi- 
dent of the Municipal council of Paris. 

Other letters were from the French 
Embassy in Washington to Foreign 
Minister Aristide Briand of France, fromm 
the Italian Ambassador to Mussolini, as 
well as official letters from the French, 
British, Spanish and Belgian consul 
generals and the Polish Legation to 
their governments. A letter from Car- 
dinal Hayes of New York, was addressed 
to Cardinal Du Bois of Paris. 

Newspapers and press associations 
took the opportunity to communicate 
with the editors of European papers and 
with their foreign bureaus and cor- 
respondents. The mail included a let- 
ter from the Associated Press to Smith 
Reavis, of its Paris bureau. 

The letters also represented the busi- 
ness Of railroads, steamship lines, bank- 
ing and industrial concerns. A personal 
letter from James H. Kimball, Weather 
Bureau meteorologist, who has been 
advising transatlantic fliers, was in- 
cluded. 

The packages were mailed by Rod- 
man Wanamaker, president of the 
America Transoceanic Co., who also ad- 
dressed letters to the president and 
premier of France, Ambassador Herrick 
and others.

“Gross caricatures” and “flimsy fal- 
sifications” is the way Dr. Straton dis- 
posed of the charges of his opponents 
that women rolled on the floor and 
tore their clothes in emotional frenzy 
at Bible class meetings. He admitted 
there “had been two instances that 
were capable of misunderstanding” at 
the meetings, but he said that there 
had been many more instances of 
“marvelous healing.”

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THE AMERICA’S FLIGHT. 


The world’s interest now concentrates upon 
the flight of the America, Commander Richard 
Evelyn Byrd's trimotored monoplane. Four 


vair experts with scientific attainments equip- 


ped with apparatus for various kinds of scien- 
tific work, are engaged upon the first attempt 
to acquire the information that is prerequisite 
to air communication between the two hemi- 
evheres. In cool courage and demands upon 
human resource and endurance the flight rivals 
fnat of Lindbergh and Chamberlin, while in 
substantial promotion of oceanic aviation it 
promises to bring still greater results. 

The preparations for this flight have been 
the object of close study for nearly ten years, 
during which time Rodman Wanamaker, the 
financial supporter of the enterprise, has ex- 
eended large sums. Many disappointments 
have delayed the plans, but persistence has 
conquered all obstacles. Commander Byrd 
will not only seek out the most practicable 
afr route between New York and Paris, but will 
etplore the air at various levels in search of 
favorable currents. It is possible that ex- 
treme altitudes will be tried out, as it is sur- 
mised that a continuous wind blows to the 
eastward which would greatly facilitate flights 
to Europe. Possibly at other levels steady 
air currents in the opposite direction may be 
found. The three motors of the America and 
its wide cruising radius will enable the ex- 
plorers to diverge from the direct route. Their 
object will not be to make speed, but to ac- 
quire knowledge of sky and weather condi- 
tions. 

Radio apparatus will keep the explorers in 
communication with the world, and Lieut. 
George O. Noville, in charge of the radio, will 
write a series of special articles for The Wash- 
ington Post covering the experiences of the 
fliers.

New York, with its evident and extrem? 
fondness for celebrations, has set apart July 
19 to mark the silver jubilee of John J. Mc- 
Graw, for the past 25 years manager of the 
New York Giants. Preliminary plans call for 
the participation of _.Mayor Walker, Gov.

JUBILEE, 


DISTRICT TAX RATE. 


Almost simultaneously with.the protest of 
trade bodies against the setting of a tax rate 
for the ensuing fiscal year in excess of $1.65, 
the Citizens Advisory Council submitted its 
final report on the estimates for the 1928-29 
budget to the Commissioners calling for a tax 
rate of between $1.70 and $1.80. The council 
urges a budget of approximately $41,750,000, 
and while it admits that the $1.65 rate ad- 
vocated by the trade bodies would. raise the 
sum recommended, it says that the supple- 
mental appropriations inevitably would in- 
crease the figure. 

The current tax rate is $1.80 per $100 
assessed valuation. Recently the valuation 
figure has been arbitrarily increased, so that 
a rate of $1.55 at the new valuation would 
provide as much revenue as the present rate 
of $1.80. Trade bodies feel that some addi- 
tional needed improvements should be pro- 
‘vided, and for this reason recommend the 
$1.65 rate, which they say is “as much as 
Washington can stand.” In view of the higher 
valuation, this probably is true,

The distinction between politics and na- 
tional safety, with which the coming Congress 
will be much concerned, is already being 
drawn. Tax reduction should be the first 
business of Congress, according to Representa- 
tive John Q. Tilson, majority floor leader, who, 
by inference, shoves flood control entirely out 
of the picture and envisions nothing more 
than relief measures at the next session for the 
area devastated by the Mississippi. 

While it will be much easier for the politi- 
cians in Congress to grasp the desirability of 
tax reduction, there are certain facts vital to 
a large section of the United States that must 
not be forgotten. The Mississippi Valley has 
not yet fully recovered from the most serious 
disaster in its history. The protecting works 
it took years to construct have either been 
swept away or weakened in many places. An- 
ticipating definite and complete action by 
Congress in the near future, whatever repairs 
that may be made now will be of a temporary 
nature, for mature deliberation may follow 
an entirely different principle than the exist- 
ing one. 

At the very earliest, work can not be begun 
upon any plan of flood control which Congress 
may adopt until another season of danger 
has come and passed. If, as Representative 
Tilson seems to suggest, Congress delays ac- 
tion until another year, the spring freshets of 
two years will have had an opportunity to at- 
tack the weakened levees, causing, in the 
event of another period of high water, a catas- 
trophe from which the land and the people 
may not be able to rally. In view of this situ- 
ation the necessity of early action upon flood 
control can not be minimized. 

There is, however, double jeopardy in sub- 
ordinating flood control to tax reduction. Al- 
though as yet not even a rough estimate has 
been made of the amount of money which will 
be required to make the river territory a safe 
place in which to live, there can be no doubt 
that the complete project will require an out- 
lay of hundreds of millions. Why talk of tax 
reduction when it is apparent that over the 
period of the next few years there will be 
extraordinary expenses equal to or exceeding 
the sum which it is now proposed to cut off 
the national revenue? There can be no wis- 
dom in reducing taxes for political purposes 
in 1927 only to put them back in succeeding 
years to pay the cost of flood control. 

There is work being done now; although 
slowly, on a plan for flood control. What 
Congress should demand is that the findings of 
the experts be submitted at the earliest pos- 
sible moment. When the question of how the 
Mississippi and its tributaries may be best 
controlled has been disposed of, and the cost 
of the necessary work been determined, it 
will be time for Congress to take stock of the 
Nation’s revenue and see whether taxes may 
then be reduced. 

The politicians who hope to make capital 
out of tax reduction have no right to endanger 
the lives of Mississippi Valley people by de- 
laying flood-control appropriations. 


HOLUY WOOD WOODPECKERS, 


Some time ago Gen, Lord, Director of the 
Budget, organized among Government em- 
ployes the ‘‘Woodpeckers Club.’’ There are 
no dues or difficult membership requirements. 
All one has to do to join is to be a Government 
employe and promise to peck away unceas- 
ingly at waste. The idea was not received 
with as great solemnity as Gen. Lord may 
have wished. Newspapers poked fun at the 
organization. Individuals smiled inwardly at 
the idea of Federal employes pecking away at 
waste. The plan, however, must have merit, 
for it has come to roost 3,000 miles away. 

The movie industry has been brought to 
realize the perils of prosperity. Its expenses 
mounted sky-high until, according to’ those 
who claim to be on the inside, there seemed 
to be danger that the quarters and half-dolla rs 
pulled into the box offices would not be suffi- 
cient to pay salaries, buy glycerin for tears, 
and meet the other unusual expenses to which 
the producers of movies are put. Jesse Lasky, 
vice president of the Paramount-Famous 
Players-Lasky Corporation, called attention to 
the emergency recently by announcing that 
rigid economy throughout the industry was 
vitally necessary. Immediately thereafter, ac- 
cording to reports, Paramount executives, 
whose annual salaries run well into six figures, 
voluntarily accepted 25 per cent reductions 
in their pay checks. Now comes an announce- 
ment from Los Angeles that all salaries above 
$50 in the organization have been cut 10 per 
cent, and it is said that other producers are 
about to take similar steps. 

Thus has come into being the Hollywood 
Woodpeckers Club. Think of Gloria Swanson. 
Doug. Fairbanks, Harold Lloyd, Tom Mix and 
Norma Talmadge pecking away in penury! 


CONTROL OF TRAFFIC, 


.William P. Eno, an internationally known 


traffic authority, took occasion, upon his re- 


cent return from abroad, to criticize American 
attempts to control traffic. .The worst impedi- 
ment to the scientific management of traffic 
at present, he said, is the attempt to regulate 
it by a synchronized or progressive system of 
lights instead.of by hand. Because of the 
wide variety of conditions obtaining at various 
intersections, what js good at one point fre- 
quently is highly inappropriate at another. 
He holds that the trained policeman standing 
at the corner with his. hand rdised is, after all, 
the best regulator of traffic. | 

Mr. Eno undoubtedly refers,to traffic control 
within congested areas, In view of the fact

local signal light system into downtown streets,

the Sixteenth street lights are unsatisfactory. 
Few who utilize this thoroughfare have not 
had the experience of being halted before a 
red light with no other machine in sight. Fre- 
quently many machines in a line are brought 
to a halt, with no cross street traffic awaiting 
the right of way. Bad regulation of this sort 
would not occur with manually controlled 
lights, but in a street as long as Sixteenth, 
which would call for too many traffic police- 
men if every intersection were guarded, the 
public is willing to put up with minor incon- 
veniences in order to obtain the benefits of 
regulation. 

In congested areas automatic lights would 
create an intolerable situation. Although at 
times they would promote an even flow of 
traffic, recurring jams and tie-ups would be 
inevitable. The system existing at Fifteenth 
street and New York avenue, which functions 
automatically as long as traffic flows evenly, 
but which is manually controlled whenever 
congestion seems imminent, takes this into 
consideration. This is the system which should 
be extended throughout the congested area— 


automatic lights, equipped with cut-out con- 


trols at each intersection, with a trained traffic 
policeman stationed at each control to take 
charge of the installation whenever occasion 
arises. 


SAN FRANCISCO'S BRIDGE, 


A delegation of engineers and officials from 
San Francisco, bearing with them the unani- 


mous indorsement of governmental, commer- 
cial and residential northern California, has 
been in Washington for several days past seek- 
ing a permit from the War Bepartment to 
bridge San Francisco Bay. It has run squarely 
into objections, not from the War Department 
but from the veteran admirals of the Navy. 

These admirals, with Admiral E. W. Eberle 
as their spokesman, take a position which it 
is fair to state as follows: That because San 
Francisco Harbor is the greatest and best- 
protected naval seaport on the western coast 
of the United States, therefore it should not 
be bridged. 

It seems rather ironical to penalize a mighty 
seaport and handicap the peace-time develop- 
ment of the increasing population upon its 
twin shores simply because their harbor is 
one of the best in the world! The implied 
praise is flattering, and it might make a splen- 
did jine for the Western boosters: “Our har- 
bor is regarded by the Navy as too good to 
bridge,’’ but they would rather have the bridge 
itself—and they are entitled to it. 

Three engineers, headed by Robert Ridgway, 
consulting engineer for the Port Authority of 
New York, have worked out a bridge plan 
which does not interfere with naval activities 
or needs in any essential particular. 

On paper, the bridge crosses the present 
naval anchorage. But anyone who has seen 
that tremendous expanse of water knows that 
there are several available anchorages within 
the Golden Gate. Indeed, the present anchor- 
age is left available if only its paper bound- 
aries are shifted some 2,000 feet southward 
into water equally deep. 

Every vessel in the Navy is constructed to 
zo under Brooklyn Bridge, with its vertical 
clearance of 135 feet. The San Franciscans 
have allowed 150 feet for the full 12,000 feet 
of lateral distance; and they are willing to 
provide “movable spans,” with limitless clear- 
ance, to suit naval demands. 

The reason why they want their bridge cen- 
trally located is, simply, that it will cost $75,- 
000,000 to $100,000,000 to build and must 
be financed out of tolls. Unless the bridge 
really serves traffic needs, competing with the 
present ferryboats in point of service and time, 
it will not get the business. A bridge can not 
be financed in any bad location, and none but 
the best bridge will be built. 

It is right that the naval authorities should 
be on guard against any projects that might 
interfere with the Navy’s freedom of move- 
ment, but all elements of San Francisco’s 
problem should be given due weight. The city 
is entitled to the opportunity to grow. The 
community is actually being held back in its 
progress on account of traffic congestion. The 
great ferry system has been outgrown. 

Secretary Wilbur knows that the War De- 
partment will not grant this permit over his 
firm objection. But all the requirements of 
the Navy can be provided for in this case. A 
slight modification of the Navy’s more extreme 
desires will bring relief to San Francisco. 


UNDIGESTED BOND ISSUES. 


The Federal Reserve Board reports that the 
volume of brokers’ loans is greater than ever. 
Investigation discloses the fact that this in- 
crease is due not to stock speculation but to 
excessive issues of bonds. Unsold bonds re- 
main in the hands of syndicates and are 
carried by large loans. 

New financing in the form of bond issues 
has reached a rapid pace during the last few 
months. Experts estimate that during the 
five months ended with May new bond offer- 
ings reached a volume of $4,374,000,000. 
In May alone they mounted to $946,769,000. 
The total of unsold or undigested bonds is 
estimated at $700,000,000, or about 16 per 
cent of the total of new flotations. It is esti- 
mated that about $250,000,000 of these unsold 
bonds are foreign. 

These facts and figures indicate a failure 
on the. part of the investing public to absorb 
the large volume issued, particularly foreign 
bonds. Undigested bond issues are evidences 
of a reaction against the practice of stuffing 
the investment market by-offering bonds at 
a heavy discount and a low rate of interest. 
Competition between banking houses and 
banking syndicates has brought about a period 
of bond indigestion and a disturbance of the 
credit market, which will become worse until 
normal conditions. are restored. 

Credits thus tied up in overissues of bonds 
deprive the industrials and other productive 
enterprises of needed credit and tend to raise 
Anterest and discount rates. [n the light of 
this’ situation, the Federal Reserve Board and 
the banks themselves are justified in raising 
interest rates. Banking syndicates and in- 
vestment houses should cease this competition 
among themselves for the sale to the public 
of excessive bond issues until such a time as 
the earning and saving power of the country 
catches up with the volume of credit offered in~ 
the shape of bonds, both. domestic and foreign.

My reasons in support of these decla- 
rations are: 

No. 13. A case of choice between two 
four-card suits, one a Major and the 
other a Minor. Although in this in- 
stance the Minor is much stronger, the 
choice should be given to the Major. 

No. 14. A trying problem. The Minor 
is not only longer but materially 
stronger. However, experience has 
shown that even with such odds in the 


Minor’s favor, the four-card Major will 
generally produce more satisfactory re- 
sults. 

No. 15. With six of the strong Minor 
and only four of the weak Major, the 
chances favor the Minor rather than the 
Major; and with so great a preponder- 
ance of both length and strength, it 
should be given the preference. 

No. 16. With five cards in the Major 
and six in the Minor, the choice should 
be in favor of the Major even with the 
Minor strong and the Major weak. The 
high cards of the Minor will help the 
Major declaration; the low cards of the 
Major would not be so helpful for the 
Minor, and the Major needs one trick 
less for game.

FACTS ABOUT TEETH 


FEN a quick smile discloses 

lovely teeth in an adult, one 

can not help but think that that 
person owes a real debt of gratitude 
to her parents for governing her mouth 
hygiene along a_ sensible, healthful 
path. For, unless the teeth have been 
consistently looked after since early 
childhood, they are very likely to be 
lacking in one or more features of 
beauty — wholeness, regularity and 
whiteness. Besides insisting upon the 
twice-daily brushing with a scien- 
tifically constructed brush, mothers 
should watch the way their children 
chew. One side of the jaw should not 
be used to the exclusion of the other. 
Besides developing the jaws unsym- 
metrically and affecting the even con- 
tours of the face, it also permits tartar 
to develop heavily on the unused side. 
Usually this one-sided chewing can be 
taken as an indication that there is a 
tooth that needs attention on the other 
side. 


Still, like our skin, our teeth trou- 
bles do not really begin until we 
achieve adult age. A conglomeration 
of foods, not so natural as those we 
eat during childhood, produce acids 
that attack the teeth and eat through 
the protective coating of enamel. A 


| discolored film over teeth is a sign of 


acid mouth, and this, in turn, hints at 
the possibility of aaldity in the blood 
—a highly undesirable condition. The 
tartar should be removed and one’s 
diet corrected to exclude the acid- 
forming foods. An excellent mouth- 
wash, to be used for this condition 


every night before going to bed, is milk

of magnesia mixed with an equal 
quantity of water. . 

The teeth should be brushed not 
less than twice a day—preferably three 
times. Then, every six nfOnths, a thor- 
ough prophylactic cleansing should be 
given by the dentist. Between these 
cleansings, certain other prediodical 
cleansings can be accomplished at 
home. While I shall give you several 
methods to choose from, by no means 
are you supposed to employ them all. 

1. Put some charcoal in a saucer and 
saturate it with hydrogen peroxide. 
Apply this to the teeth with a soft 
cloth, rubbing the discolored spots vig- 
orously., Rinse the teeth thoroughly 
after using. This method, if chosen, 
may be used daily, for it helps preserve 
the teeth and bleaches them, at the 
Same time keeping the breath sweet. 

2. Once a month go well over the 
inside and the outside of the teeth 
with a firmly held orangewood stick. 
The orangewood stick must be well 
smoothed so as not to chip the en- 
amel. If the teeth are very stained, 
wet the stick in cold water and dip 
in pumice stone, taking care to rinse 
the mouth well afterward in salt water 
or some mild antiseptic. 

Every magazine and paper we read 
admonishes us in its advertising sec- 
tion to care for our gums in order to 
prevent pyorrhea. To this end, coarse 
foods should be included in the diet, 
and, if the gums are delicate already, 
some special attention must be given 
to harden them. There are special 
dentifrices for this purpose, obtainable 
from any druggist. Do not be afraid to 
brush the gums briskly, for this in 
itself will make them less tender.

HOW TO KEEP WELL 


By DR. W. 
WAYS TO TREAT BURNS. 


HE treatment of burns js not en- 
tirely satisfactory for the man 
treated or for the physician treat- 

ing. The reasons are several. 

Burus are painful, far more so than 
other wounds. This is particularly true 
of superficial burns. They cause an un- 
usual amount of shock. They frequent- 
ly heal unsatisfactcrily. They leaves 
large. scars. 


The reasons for all this are easily 
understood. The skin is rich in nerves 
which feel pain. Burns harm a lot of 
skin. Therefore the pain is great, par- 
ticularly if the burn is not deep 
enough to kill many of the skin nerves. 
The shock results from the harm done 
a large number'of skin nerve endings. 
These nerve endings are likely to heal 
unsatisf{factorily because they leave 
large, raw surfaces. In present day 
surgery no other wounds leave such 
large, raw, absorbing surfaces. And, 
finally, they cause large scars for the 
same reason. 


Each of these points suggests some- 
thing about how to treat burns. When 
@ man gets a small, shallow burn it is 
the pain which registers strongest in 
his mind. To relieve this the man tries 
to cover the burned skin. He generaily 
does this by sticking the burn in water. 
The plan is a good one. Some baking 
soda is added to the water, To add 
about a teaspoon of salt to each pint 
of the water would be a little better 
than adding soda. As soon as it can be 
done water to which the salt has 
been added should be heated and rap- 
idly cooled and used instead of plain 
water. 

After a short time the water bath 
can be replaced by a dr g. Here, 
again, the aim sought is a sterile cov- 
ering. Powdered baking soda is fre- 
quently used. A simple salve that is 
known to be sterile is better. This 
should be covered by a light dressing 
of sterile gauze.

shock stage is followed by that period 
in which a large open wound must be 
protected against infection and in 
which absorption is to be kept down. 
One way of doing this is by keeping 
the wound covered by paraffin. An- 
other one consists in applying a solu- 
tion of picric acid. This is done to 
coagulate the ooze on the surface. Dr. 
E. C. Davidson thinks a better way to 
prevent absorption of poisonous mate- 
rial and to ward off infection is to ap- 
ply tannic acid. He covers the wound 
with sterile gauze. Then saturates the 
gauze with a 2.5 per cent solution of 
tannic acid in water. This covers the 
wound with a light brown coat. He 
keeps the gauze wet for 12 to 24 hours, 
when he softens it further with the 
solution and removes it. If the tannic 
acid solution remains on too long it 
burns too deep. After the gauze is off 
he treats the burn as an open wound. 

The claim for tannic acid is that it 
makes a better protecting film than pic- 
ric acid does. If it is inconvenient to 
go around with an open wound the 
burn may be covered with a very, little 
sterile gauze.

Dempsey left tonight for his 
training quarters at Tom Luther’s 
Camp, Saratoga, N. Y., to start 
work Monday on a staff of six 
husky sparring partners. 


After a week’s fishing trip to Spen- 
cer, Maine, Sharkey will set up train- 
ing quarters on the roof of Madison 
Square Garden here. Starting July 5, 
he will work only two weeks against 
three partners, believing that the grind 
of the winter season, during which he 
conquered Harry Wills, Mike McTigue 
and Jimmy Maloney, has left him tuned 
tc first-class fighting trim. Mrs. Shar- 
key will accompany the Boston slugger 
on the fishing trip. 

Signing of articles capped a busy day 
for the former champion and brought 
him to his first close contact with 
Sharkey. Earlier Dempsey filed ap ap- 
plication for a boxing license with the 
New York State Athletic Commission, 
which refused him a permit last fall;

Miss Ryan, Tilden and 
Hunter Are Victors 
in Singles. 


IMBLEDON, England, June 23 

(By A. P.).—Gloom thicker than 

London fog settled over Ameri- 

cans at the fourth day’s play in the 

| Wimbledon tennis tournament, though 

the American players won four matches 
| and lost only one. 

It came about through the defeat of 
the once invincible Molla Mallory, 
seven times American champion, by 
Betty Nuthall, England’s admirable 
youthful performer. Miss Nuthall, a 
16-year-old English schoolgirl, struck 
a great blow for the younger tennis 
generation when, after a cleverly con- 
ducted up-hill battle, she won from 
Mrs. Mallory. 

Miss Elizabeth Ryan, William T. Til- 
den and Francis T. Hunter provided 
the American successes in the singles, 
and Miss Ryan and Miss Helen Wills 
the victory in the women’s doubles. 


The Americans did not show 
much rejoicing over the. victories 
of thelr compatriots, but they did 
display Something more than sor- 
row that Mrs. Mallory, one of their 
“big three,” with some hope of win- 
ning the Wimbledon -champion- 
Ships, had been eliminated. 


The schoolgirl Betty won the match 
on her merits, outgeneraling and out- 
playing the American veteran. The 
score was 2—6; 6—2, 6—0 in favor of 
the girl. 

For sheer force of driving, the first 
set was one of the fastest ever seen be- 
tween women players. After going to 
deuce four times, Miss Nuthall captured 
the first game. Mrs. Mallory, by force- 
ful ostrking, won the set. 

Miss Nuthall soon realized that she 
was unable to cope with Mrs. Mal- 
lory’s magnificent drives of the fore- 
hand and backhand, and suddenly re- 


leyer'and came up to the «net. 
won the match for her. 

In the last set she captured the first 
four games by resuming her campaign 
from the baseline, then went to the 
net again to win. 


Miss Elizabeth Ryan was in her 
element on the fast center court. 
Her game was very effective against 
Mrs. H. C. Broadbridge, whom she 
defeated 6—2, 6—3. She used a 
sliding chop stroke, rushing up to 
the net whenever opportunity pre- 
sented, and volleyed with remark- 
able accuracy.

“Hunter is likely to become the 
senior member of our team,” said Til- 
den, when he heard Francis T. Hunter 
had won from Arthur H. Lowe, an Eng- 
lish veteran, 6—2, 8—6, 6—3. and 
reached the fourth round. 

Helen Wills, paired with Elizabeth 
Ryan, added another victory in the 
women’s doubles. The Americans de- 
feated the English pair, Mrs. Whitley 
and Miss Welch, 6—3. 6—2. Miss Wills 
played with more spirit.and apparent 
enjoyment than she had previously 
shown in the tournament. 

The French stars, Lacoste, Cochet 
and Borotra, also passed the _ third 
round safely, while Timmer, of Hol- 
land, by defeating Pierre Landry, of 
France, the conqueror of the Japanese 
star, Harada, on the opening day in 
the same bracket.

933,527 im stocks and long-term debt, 
of which $37,019,400 represents com- 
mon stock, $23,931,400 preferred stock, 
$129,884,166 funded debt unmatured, 
and $103,560 nonnegotiable debt to an 
affiliated company. 

Investment in road and equipment, 
including land, is stated in its books 
at $19,397,699, cost of reproduction new 
on total owned properties, $1204,169,- 
344, and less depreciation, $98,285,919. 
Cost of reproduction new on total used 
properties is $127,824,310, and less de- 
preciation, $101,194,474. 

The report showed that the railway 
owns and uses 52,866 acres of land, with 
a present value of $18,947,078. The 
carrier owns and holds for noncarrier 
purposes $8,566,786, par value, of se- 
curities and investments in other com- 
panies and the Government, which are 
recorded in its accounts at $6,025,356.

to me and I felt the same way. I don’t 
know why. After my graduation I came 
to Oregon and’ joined my brothers. 

“It was not our first idea to hold up 
a train. We figured on a bank along the 
Pacific highway. 

“When this part of our planning weat 
wrong, we decided to hold up a train, 
and drove to the Siskiyous. We picked 
the Shasta Limited. For three days and 
nights we studied train movements 
through the tunnel. 

“The night before we got all ready 
all of us were undecided, but each was 
afraid to back out, because he feared 
the others would say he had cold feet. 

“About noon Roy and I went to the 
north end? of the tunnel and waited for 
No. 13. When the train came along we 
ran for the blind baggage. Together 
we crawled over the tender and down 
into the cabin. \— told the engineer to 
stop and he did.\\ 

“As soon as tie# engine .topped we 
made ready to blow open the mail car. 
Before this the mail clerk stuck his 
head out of the door. Ray told him to 
come out—that we were going to blast 
the car. 

“We were giving him a chance. He 
again refused. I called to him the 
third time, and told him it was his last 
chance. 

*“All of us, the fireman and engineer, 
went to the denotator and Ray bore 
down on the handle of the blaster.

He said the many 
details connected with transfers were 
being fought by the mational board 
through their conventions end other 
means. Mr. Herron urged the members 
to use constructive thinking and a defi- 
nite plan for disposing of property.

Winchester, Va., June 23.—Word was 
received today that the Virginia Su- 
preme Court’ of Appeals has handed 
down a decision favorable to the estate 
of the late J. Frederick Sencindiver, up- 
holding a judgment of the Virginia 
Industrial Commission in its award of 
approximately $3,600 to Mrs. Maude 
Sencindiver, his widow, after it had 
been contested by the United States 
Fidelity & Guaranty Co., of Baltimore.

The decision is said to be the first of 
the kind to be rendered on the main 
point involved, according to lawyers. 

Sencindiver was manager of the Win- 
chester Milling Co.’s plant, and in 
stepping on a board from a platform to 
a freight car he fell, striking his side. 
‘He suffered severe pains and was 
operated upon six months later for 
cancer. He lived fifteen months after 
the operation. Payment of the death 
claim was refused on the grounds that 
he died of a disease and not from an 
accident.

Compromise Plan by Which 
District Would Give Equip- 
ment Suggested. 


PROPOSAL IS BELIEVED 
WO REMOVE OBJECTIONS 


Permanent Station at Gravelly 
Point Would Be Devel- 
oped Meanwhile. 


A compromise With the War and 
Navy Departments, under which the 
District will furnish a hangar, repair 
shop, office, and flood light, may solve 
the problem of a temporary airport for 
air mail planes by permitting the use 
of Bolling Field as a landing field, it 
was indicated yesterday. 

The use of Bolling Field under these 
conditions is regarded as an almost 
settled matter, it is said. Therefore, 
those in charge of the airport project 
are going ahead on the theory that 
Bolling Field will be used as a tem- 

fary landing place, and that Gravelly 
Pol _ will be developed as a permanent 


onthe stand which F. Trubee Davison, 
in charge 
of aeronautics, and Edward P. Warner, 
Aasistant Secretary of the Navy, in 
charge of aviation, who have discour- 
aged to the fullest degree the use of 
Bolling Field, will take toward the com- 
promise is not known. However, it is 
explained that the provision of equip- 
ment by the District will remove the 
chief objection. 

The hangar which the District will 
provide, however, will not be on Boll- 
ing Field. And in this respect another 
strong objection will be removed. It 
can be easily and conveniently located 
at one of several points along the 
border of the field, it is said. 


How Plan Would Work. 


Under this arrangement this peculiar 
situation will be created. The planes 
will land on Bolling Field and taxi off 
the Government property for the stop. 
Then they will go out on the field and 
take off. In this way they will cause 
the least possible disturbance to their 
Army and Navy neighbors, who con- 
versely will feel the least possible em- 
barrassment by their presence. it has 
already been clearly indicatd that the 
Army and Navy air services desire to 
associate with commercial aviation as 
little as possible. 

According to Lieut. Donald Duke, of 
the Army Air Corps, who is working 
with Maj. W. E. R. Covell in the matter 
of providing a temporary and perma- 
nent airport, the necessary equipment 
could be erected at a cost of about $35,- 
000. With this amount, it is said, the 
hangar could be built, a raachine shop 
and office could be erected, electric 
lights and all necessary improvements 
could be installed, the hangar top could 
bé lighted, and the powerful flood light 
necessary to illuminate the field could 
be erected on the top of the hangar. 
That, he explained, would be about all 
that would be needed. 


New Site Suggested. 


Meanwhile, the special airport com- 
mittee of the Chamber of Commerce, at 
@ meeting yesterday, presented another 
attractive site for a temporary landing 
field which has so far been overlooked. 
This site is bound by Anacostia River 
on the east, Benning road on the north, 
by approximately Twenty-first street 
northeast on the west, and on the south 
by a sparsely developed section. 

Lieut. Duke said yesterday that an 
effort would be made today to have 
Col. Lindbergh inspect the prospective 
sites for an airport. An effort was 


. made yesterday, but no definite, as- 


surance was given that Col. Lindbergh 
would make the inspection. Since Col. 
Lindbergh’s time has become highly 
important and is pretty well taken up, 
the chances were regarded as slight. 
The committee of the Chamber of 
Commerce, which is proceeding earnest- 
ly with the matter of a temporary site, 
considers the new site something of a 
find.

The whole matter of a temporary 
and permanent airport will be brought 
before a joint meeting of representa- 
tives of the Chamber of Commerce, 
the Board of Trade, the Merchants and 
Manufacturers Association and the 
City Club at 12:30 o’clock Tuesday at 
the City Club.

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PROTEGT DISTRIGT TREES | 


Col. Grant Explains Plan in 
Reply to Protest of Fine 
Arts Commission. 


WANTS PROPER SOLUTION 


District officiale and the recently 
formed special advisory committee on 
trees will cooperate with the National 
Capital Park and Planning Commission 
in its effort to safeguard the city’s 
tree life. 

Answering the protest of the com- 
mission of fine arts regarding destruc- 
tion of trees in connection with street 
widening, Lieut. Col. U. S. Grant $Srd, 
executive.officer of the park and plan- 
ning commission, yesterday informed 
President Charles Moore, of the fine 
arte group, of his plans as follows: 

“In the first place, I have organized 
a special advisory committee, which 
contains experts appointed by the 
Secretary of Agriculture, as well as Mr. 
Lanham, superintendent of trees and 
parking of the District of Columbia, 
representatives of the American Horti- 
cultural Society, representatives of the 
Office of Public Buildings and Public 
Parks, and with Dr. Merriam as chair- 
man. I believe that the united opinion 
of such a committee will be much more 
useful than any recommendation. that 
one or two experts from some one de- 
partment not especially concerned un- 
der existing law could have. 

Mr. Lanham has already taken up 
with the committee the difficulties he, 
is facing and they are receiving con- 
sideration. Whatever expert opinion 
is. ultimately given will come with the, 
cooperation and at the request of the 
municipal authorities and not as an 
extraneous attack upon them; there 
seems to be reason, therefore, for hoping 
that it wlil receive consideration. 


“Another step taken is the develop-§ § 


ment.of a plan for a system of thor- 
oughfares through the District of Co- 
lumbia adequate to take care of the 
traffic. This study reached the cul- 
mination’ of its preliminary stage last 
Friday, when it was reported to the 
National Capital Park and Planning 
Commission. The report then made 
includes a systematic and logical pro- 
gram for what street widening is or will 
soon become necessary, with special 
consideration as to how this may be 
done without ummnecessary or a too- 
extensive simyltaneous destruction of 
trees. As the commission js careful not 
to make any recommendation without 
careful study and mature consideration, 
the recommendations made by the re- 
port have been held over pending per- 
sonal inspection and investigation by 
the commission and the results of a 
traffic court now being made by the 
Director of Traffic ategthe request of 
the commission. It may be confident- 
ly expected that future street widen- 
ing will not be asked of Congress with- 
out there being a well-thought-out 
program, based upon a broader knowl- 
edge and analysis of facts than. has 
heretofore been available. 

“I trust that the foregoing will suf- 
ficiently reassure you as to the interest 
I take in this matter and the fact that 
steps were taken some months ago 
which will lead to a sensible and prop- 
er solution of the problem. I believe 
that the action already initiated will 
lead to the best solution of the prob- 
lem, in conformity with the interests 
of the National Capital and its inhabi- 
tants at large.”

INSURANCE CODE PLAN 
SET INTO ONE BILL AGAIN 


Underwriter Representatives 
Reach Agreement on All 
but Two Minor Points. 


LOST IN 69TH CONGRESS 


Representatives of life, fire, liability, 
accident and marine insurance. groups 
conferred yesterday in the board room 
of the District Building, with Thomas 
M. Baldwin, jr., superintendent of in- 
surance, and practical agreement was 
reached on the terms of a bill for a 
general insurance code to be submitted 
to Congress 

The basis for the discussion was the 
code worked out in 1926 for the last 
Congress. When the bill was intro- 
duced objections were made before 
committees. of Congress by the fire in- 
surance interests. The bill was re- 
turned to Baldwin with an order of 
Former Commissioner Frederick A. Fen- 
ning that an agreement with the in- 
surance men be sought. 

Discussions which followed were so 
long drawn out that the life insur- 
ance companies asked to have the 
parts of the code affecting them incor- 
porated in a separate bill so that it 
could reach a vote in Congress, whether 
or not controversy should defeat the 
general code. 

Neither bill passed the last Con- 
gress, however, and now they have 
again been combined into one meas- 
ure. The insurance men _ yesterday 
agreed to every provision of Baldwin’s 
new bill except two minor sections, 
upon which subsequent conferences 
will be held. 

The bill will be mimeographed for 
general submission to all interested 
persons, following which Baldwin will 
recommend it to the commissioners for 
submission to Congress.

WANTS TIME LIMIT 
OW BUS FARE RATE 


Asks Six Months’ Period for 
10-Cent Charge, in Letter to 
Utilities Commission. 


THINKS REVENUE NOT 
EQUAL TO EXPENSES 


Flaherty Believes Stated Pe- 
riod Will Indicate Conditions 
Faced by Company. 


Ralph B. Fleharty, people's counsel, 
yesterday submitted to the Public Util- 
ities Commission a recommendation 
that the proposed increase in bus fare 
charged by the Washington Rapid 
Transit Co. be limited to a period of 
six months and that the rate ques- 
tion be then reopened., His memoran- 
dum said, in part: 


“It is, of course, perfectly apparent 
from the record that the operating 
revenues received by the applicant 
from its buses are not equivalent to 
operating expenses. 

“It seems to me that the quetsion 
arises whether or not the public should 
be called upon to bear the loss that 
this utility is sustaining, or whether 
the company should not be required to 
make a more definite showing that 
those losses are not due to conditions 
which it controls and should remedy. 


Time Limit Suggested. 


“Assuming that the commission ar- 
rives at the conclusion that the present 
condition is due to no fault on the part 
of the company that can not be cor- 
rected, but is due to lack of patronage, 
it is suggested that any order allowing 
an increase of fare should be effective 
Only for a definite and comparatively 
short period of time, say six months. 

“This suggestion is made with the 
idea that at the end of the six months 
the company be required to make a full 
showing as to its operation under a 
straight 10-cent fare, as to whether or 
not it has fulfilled its promise made 
through its president, of better and 
more frequent service, ieaving it open 
so that if it should be found at that 
time that the increase in fare has 
merely gone to decrease the deficit and 
has been of no benefit to the public, 
the order be rescinded and the com- 
pany be réquired to operate on the 
present basis.” 


Transit Company Is 
Sued by Motorist 


The Washington Rapid Transit Co. 
was sued yesterday in Circuit Court for 
$10,000 for an alleged assault and bat- 
tery which a motorist said was com- 
mitted upon him by one of a bus crew 
when he attempted to find out the why 
and wherefore of a collision between 
the bus and his automobile. 

The plaintif® is Maxwell E. Roberts, 
1400 Fairmont street northwest, who 
says that on December 24 he was 
knocked unconscious on Sixteenth 
street by his alleged assailant and tak- 
en to the Emergency Hospital. The bus 
struck his car from the rear, Maxwell 
says, and he stopped to see what dam- 
age had been done when he was at- 
tacked. Attorneys Hamilton & Hamil- 
ton appeared for the plaintiff.
